PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


LaGrange,  N.  C.,  July  26,  1920. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 

Gentlemen :  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Presi- 
dent of  your  company. 

The  semi-annual  dividends  have  been  declared  and  paid 
and  the  lessees  have  filed  certificates  showing  that  taxes  ag- 
gregating «$ have  been  paid  for  1919  and  that  insurance 

to  the  amount  of  $ is  in     force  on  the    property  of  the 

company, 

At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  repair- 
ing and  renting  of  the  Beaufort  Building  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee  with  power  to  act. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  wrote  Mr.  A.  E.  Rountree,  our 
Expert,  suggesting  and  requesting  that  an  especially  thorough 
and  careful  examination  and  inspection  of  the  road  and  its 
property  be  made  this  year  and  a  comprehensive,  detailed  re- 
port filed  by  the  experts  under  the  lease  that  the  stockholders 
and  others  interested  might  have  available  in  this  report  an 
impartial  statement  of  the  facts. 

3  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Experts  for  informa- 
tion as  to  the  physical  condition  of  your  property. 

For  information  as  to  the  financial  condition,  receipts,  dis- 
bursements, etc.,  I  beg  to  refer  yon  to  the  reports  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  the  Finance  Committee. 

Soon  after  the  return  of  the  control  of  the  road  to  its  lessees 
by  the  United  States  Government,  they  issued  annual  passes 
to  the  officers  of  the  company  as  required  by  the  lease. 

I  was  notified  that,  under  the  Federal  Statute  and  the  rules 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R. 
Company  was  liable  for  an  annual  capital  stock  tax  of  $1,- 
073.32.  The  company  seemed  technically  liable  for  this  tax 
if  it  rented  and  repaired  its  building  in  Beaufort.     After  con- 
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ference  in  Raleigh  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue 
and  the  Attorneys  of  the  Norfolk-Southern  R.  R.  Co.,  the 
President  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  your  company,  tiled  a 
statement  asking  for  exemption  from  this  tax  on  the  grounds 
that  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  was 
not  engaged  actively  in  business  ofi  any  sort  except  such  as 
seemed  absolutely  necessary  under  the  law  to  maintain  its 
organization  and  protect  the  interests  of  its  stockholders ;  that 
it  did  not  purchase  the  Beaufort  property  for  the  purpose  of 
profit  or  speculation  but  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a  permanent  storage  place  for  its  records ;  that  the  annual  rent 
of  $21-0.00  for  the  portion  of  the  building  not  used  for  storage 
scarcely  more  than  covered  the  repairs  and  the  state,  county, 
and  city  taxes  aggregating  $1.30.01  in  1919;  that,  if  the  re- 
pairs now  demanded  by  the  tenant  that  seemed  necessary, 
shoidd  be  made,  it  would  probably  require  several  years  rent 
to  pay  for  these  alone ;  that  if  the  road  should  be  held  liable 
for  an  annual  Federal  Capital  Stock  Tax  of  $1073.32  ex- 
ceeding by  $833.32  the  total  annual  rental  income  from  this 
property,  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Company,  whose  total  annual 
income  for  maintenance  of  its  organization  is  only  $1200.00 
under  the  lease,  would  seem  to  be  compelled  to  sell  the  Beau- 
for  building,  give  it  away,  or  go  into  bankruptcy. 

T  am  glad  to  report  that  exemption  from  this  tax  for  1919 
has  been  allowed  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  permanently 
allowed  by  the  Department.        Respectfully  submitted,

EXPERTS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road. Company. 

Gentlemen:  We,  the  undersigned  Experts  on  the  part  of 
the  Lessor  and  Lessee,  beg  to  report,  that  we  made  the  annual 
inspection  of  the  roadbed,  depot  buildings,  bridges  and  tres- 
tles on  the  15th  inst.,  and  that  we  found  the  condition  of  same 
such  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  lease. 

The  roadbed  is  in  good  condition.  Tie  renewals  are  needed 
between  New  Bern  and  Goldsboro  where  the  section  force 
have  not  reached.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  ties  used  as  compared  with  last  year.  A  comparison  of  the 
present  condition  with  the  report  of  the  condition  made  by 
your  Expert,  as  reported  in  his  inventory  dated  March  13th 
]  905,  shows  general  improvement  in  the  track. 

Necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  stations  and  plat- 
forms. No  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  Atlantic  Hotel  and 
the  terminal  beyond,  neither  of  which  is  in  use. 

The  bridges  and  trestles  have  been  improved,  new  supports 
have  been  put  in  where  needed.  A  few  guard  rails  and  ties 
need  replacing.  As  compared  with  the  original  inventory 
there  is  much  improvement  in  the  condition  of  bridges,  tres- 
tles and  small  openings  in  the  track. 

We  submit  below  detailed  statement  of  betterments  and 
improvements  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  20th,  1920.
